The 2023 Veterans Day ceremonies in the Tri-

monuments, while others will offer special veterans meals 
and social engagement. Here are the planned events. 

Mattapoisett will be holding a ceremony 
on Saturday, November 11, at Old Hammondtown 
Elementary School at 11:00 am. The guest speaker will be 
Retired Army officer David Vacchi of the Newport Naval 
War College. This annual event is a partnership between 
the Tri-Town Veterans Office and the Mattapoisett 
American Legion Post 280. Prior to this annual event, 
the Mattapoisett Council on Aging will hold a breakfast 
to be serviced at the council’s headquarters located at 17

Also happening in Mattapoisett will be a Bell 
Remembrance Ceremony, a partnership between the 
Legion, the Doughboy Foundation and the Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church in which the church bells will toll 
21 times, marking the signing of the Armistice that ended 
World War I. This will take place at 10:45 am on Veterans 
Day.

New Committee to Advise on Memorials

Ray Hanks was on a mission. He held fast to the 
concept of identifying Mattapoisett’s deceased veterans, 
those who perished in combat and those for whom the 
hands of time ran out. Little did he know that his then- 
stated mission would flower into his appointment as 
chairman of the town’s newest advisory committee. 

The newly formed committee will be charged 
with advising the Select Board on all monuments and 
memorials considered for placement on public property. 
That includes such items as memorial benches and 
bricks but also the care and oversight of two municipal 
cemeteries, Hammond (located on River Road) and

Hanks’ pursuit of identifying the graves of 
veterans has begun with members of the committee 
assisting not only taking inventories of gravesites located 
in both municipal and private cemeteries but also 
pursuing the establishment of Mattapoisett as a Purple 
Heart Community. The town sent a proclamation to the 
Purple Heart association with supporting documentation 
of veterans killed in action. In September, the town 
received confirmation of its acceptance. 

In a recent email to the committee members, 
Hanks shared that during the town’s November 11 
Veterans Day ceremony, “the members of the Cemetery / 
Veterans Advisory Committee will be presented. This 
will be in conjunction with presenting our induction as 
a Purple Heart town and the future recognition of our 
Revolutionary War veterans by the Sons of the American 
Revolution.” 

On that last point, Hanks and others are working 
on a list of Revolutionary soldiers’ gravesite locations and 
a plaque that will be appropriately placed on public land 
listing the patriots’ names. 

The recognition of Purple Heart recipients is 
dear to Hanks, having worked with other communities 
to recognize their war dead, one that included a family 
member. We found the following on the American 
Revolution Institute website: “George Washington created 
the Badge of Military Merit — the first American military 
decoration for enlisted men — on August 7, 1782.” It 
would later evolve into the Purple Heart in 1932. 

The commission has selected the style of roadside 
signage Mattapoisett will display and will work with the 
Highway Department and Select Board to pick the best 
locations. 

In the background, work continues on recognition 
of Revolutionary War soldiers. The commission met with 
Stephen Watts of the Massachusetts Sons of the American 
Revolution. Watts talked about the program and process 
necessary for signage that could be prominently placed. 

Another endeavor Hanks has brought to the fore 
is a program of placing holiday wreathes on the graves 
of all deceased military personnel, regardless of the era

the area in need of new 
management plans that 
would help remove 
bacterial nutrients from 
groundwater sources 
that feed the watershed, 
the BBC has long held. 

To that end, the 
BBC has spent the last 
12 years securing and 
then planning for the 
wetland restoration of 
one of its cornerstone 
projects — The Bogs 
on Acushnet Road in 
Mattapoisett. 

In partnership with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, Natural Resources Conservation Service, 
after acquiring the property from Decas Cranberry 
Corporation, the bog was retired several years ago to give 
the area a much-needed rest from agricultural activities 
and to allow plants and vegetation an opportunity to 
establish themselves. This rest period allowed the BBC 
scientists the time to evaluate what was growing and 
could grow before any restoration took place. 

With that first step nearing completion and with 
restoration planning having been well underway, the BBC 
has engaged contractors to begin the heavy lifting of sand 
and artificial water features to be removed. 

Restoration Ecologist for the BBC, Sara da Silva 
Quintal, led a group of interested residents on a site- 
specific presentation on November 4. Quintal, a New 
Bedford native, outlined the history of The Bogs before 
launching into immediate and long-range planning. 

As noted, one of the first steps had to be sand 
removal. Each year farmers add sand to cranberry bogs, 
materials not native to the wetlands and uplands at this 
location. Concurrent with that process is the removal of 
plastic piping used to infiltrate The Bogs with fertilization 
and the application of pesticides. Quintal said that the

ditch systems associated with the irrigation of the bogs 
would also eventually be contoured into a more natural 
berm. 

Quintal didn’t shy away from the challenges and 
the public concerns related to potential flooding of the 
residential / agricultural area when the artificial water- 
management systems are finally removed. She said the 
BBC team listened to the public, were mindful of historic 
storm events previously managed by farmers opening 
or closing flume boards. The scientists are confident 
that both wetlands and uplands will recharge water 
underground. 

Heavy equipment has been on site since early 
October, and things have gone well to date, Quintal

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shared. She also painted a future landscape that will 
include five pedestrian bridges over ponds, walking trails 
and boardwalks.

Old Slough Passes Muster 
Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting

As far as town meetings go, the Mattapoisett 
Special Fall Town Meeting held on Monday night saw 
little resistance to the 11 articles brought to the voters for 
consideration. That is, except for Article 7. 

Article 7 asked the voters to grant authority to the 
town for the taking of some easements and the acceptance 
as defined by Field Engineering of Old Slough Road for 
the purpose of providing residents in the Angelica Avenue 
area an emergency roadway in the event the beach 
community suffers storm damage and/or flooding. 

The Mattapoisett Land Trust, which has extensive 
holdings in the area, has long held that in the event of 
storms — think Bob for instance —- Angelica Avenue might 
become impassable, basically cutting off residents’ ability 
to head for higher ground. 

Old Slough Road, the oral history of which 
includes usage by bootleggers moving alcohol out to 
waiting boats just offshore, now runs through privately 
held properties, almost being absorbed into those 
properties, although easements are in place along its 
trajectory. 

The town agreed after working with its 
engineering team from Field Engineering that such an 
escape route is not only viable but needed. 

A Conservation Commission meeting held 
on January 9 found abutter David Park questioning 
the importance of the ancient way and its viability for 
providing an escape from storm-surge waters. 

Ken Motta of Field Engineering noted that a 
grant from the Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management 
office in the amount of $585,000 would likely cover all

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construction costs with approximately $29,000 coming 
from the town coffers. 

Park disagreed with the mapping Motta had 
produced and noted that even with Old Slough Road 
being available, if people didn’t get out in time, they’d be 
trapped due to fallen trees. Park also stated that he had 
offered to donate a portion of his abutting property to 
the land trust for Old Slough Road reconstruction if the 
trust would indemnify him from legal action should harm 
come to anyone using the roadway. 

The Conservation Commission conditioned the 
project as presented by Motta with Chairman Mike King 
explaining that the commission was not looking at the 
viability of the road to act as an escape route but merely

enforcing the Wetlands Protection Act. 

On Monday, voters heard directly from Park on 
why he believes Old Slough Road would not perform as 
believed by residents of the area and the town. He would 
at one point tell voters a better use of CZM funding 
would be to elevate Angelica Avenue 8 feet. 

Park was given 10 minutes by moderator Jack 
Eklund to state his case. What ensued was a 45-minute 
presentation on the history of the old way, what Park 
had voluntarily done over the years to improve passage 
along portion of it, and the belief that the road had never 
been registered. Park has subsequently filed a suit against 
the town with the land court. Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco said in a follow-up, “Mr. Park’s dispute with the 
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town is now in land court. There has been a hearing and 
both parties are awaiting judgment.” 

Select Board member Tyler Macallister explained 
that once completed, Old Slough Road would be gated at 
both ends with emergency personnel having keys, making 
the roadway not only an important escape route but also 
giving greater access to emergency equipment and that 
passive recreational uses as a walking trail would be 
available. 

After Park’s presentation, the floor was opened 
to questions. When the vote that required two-thirds 
majority to pass was taken, it passed, 124 yes and 6 no. 

The majority of the Town Meeting warrant 
dealt with financial matters. All articles were approved. 
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Lorenco would point out that the extremely high amount 
of free cash, some $3,000,000, was an anomaly that most 
certified free-cash figures are most likely to stand around 
$1,000,000. He attributed the large sum to a combination 
of judicious spending and monies associated with the 
American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 (ARPA) that have 
pumped approximately $65,000,000,000 in direct state 
and local coronavirus-related, fiscal-recovery funds 
throughout the country. 

Article 1 transferred $ $575,000 from certified 
free cash to the Debt Stabilization Fund, and Article 2 
transferred $335,000 from certified free cash to Capital 
Stabilization Fund, with Select Board member Jodi Bauer 
stating that there is an estimated $100,000,000 in capital 
projects listed on the town’s 10-year capital plan. 

Article 3 appropriated $330,000 for sidewalks, 
roads and street, and Article 4 $37,000 for a sewer 
connection for town-owner property off Industrial Drive 
for the possible construction of office suites. 

Article 5 appropriated $350,000 for improvements 
and renovation to the Highway Department building 
located on Mendel Road, and Article 6 amendments to 
the FY24 budget that included $24,394 treasurer-collector 
personnel, $100,000 to local school (a return of school- 
choice monies), and $10,000 for the Transfer Station fund. 

The voters also approved Article 8 confirmatory 
takings at Tinkham Forest that will grant greater access 
to residents for passive recreational uses of town-owned 
property. 

Article 9 granted the establishment of a special 
fund to receive settlement funds from the Opioid 
Settlement case. Currently the town has received 
$40,000, money that will be used for drug education and 
programming. 

Article 10 was the $353,000 transfer of real estate 
proceeds from the sale of the former Church Street Water 
Department office to the Water Department Reserve Fund. 

Article 11 appropriated $8,000,000 for mandatory 
plant upgrades at the Fairhaven Sewer Plant facility as 
required by a new Environmental Protection Agency 
regulation. Henri Renauld, superintendent of the 
Mattapoisett Sewer Department, told Town Meeting that 
sewer-rate increases will be needed to pay for a bond. 
Expected increases are projected to be $110 per year, he 
said. 


Recusals Don’t Delay Actions 
Marion Select Board

Toby Burr and Norm Hills both stepped away 
from the head table at different moments to recuse 
themselves from the actions of the Marion Select Board on 
Tuesday night at the Police Station. 
Burr, the chairman, abstained from the board’s 
discussion and vote to grant requests for town plowing 
of three private roads: Luce Avenue, Barnabus Road 
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and Highland Road. All abutters have been notified. 
Luce Avenue had some potholes, but new owners of 
the properties are taking care of that, according to Town 
Administrator Geoff Gorman. 

“Whatever gets developed out there is a different 
discussion at a different time,” said Hills, who recused 
himself from the board’s decision to accept his donation 
of $2,427.48 for dog-bag dispensers. 

Select Board member Randy Parker called Hills’ 
donation “a great addition to a problem we have.” 

At the recent Special Town Meeting, the board 
rescinded support of and ultimately tabled a warrant 
article that would have asked voters to approve a 
regulation requiring dog walkers to carry bags when in 
public. The money donated by Hills will also be used for 
signage and support posts. The board publicly thanked 
Hills for his generosity. 

In other action items, the Select Board approved 
the change of manager at the Kittansett Club from Steve 
Mann to Scott Smith, who was present to note a change 
of officers as well. Smith said two more people were 
elected at the club’s annual meeting but require Criminal 
Offender Record Information (CORI) checks. 

Elizabeth Dowd was appointed to an open seat 
on the Marion Scholarship Fund Committee. The 11-year 
schoolteacher was thanked for her volunteerism. 

The board ratified the contract with the Marion 
Police Brotherhood, noting that the agreement had been 
completed, reviewed and approved in executive session. 
It includes a 2% cost-of-living increase. 

The board voted to approve the Holmes 
Woods Stewardship Plan, a grant award from the state 
Department of Conservation & Recreation. The funding 
will support an expert bird-habitat assessment for the 
14.73-acre, town-owned property that runs between Route 
6 and Spring Street from the Police Station to Sippican 
Elementary School grounds. 

The program will include a public-information 
session held in the wooded area and will identify trees, 
trails, “what’s good and what's bad.” The Marion 
Stewards of Open Space took the lead, now the town is 
leading the way according to Gorman, who will present to 
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the Select Board when the plan is in place. 

Upon receiving new information, a request for a 
sewer abatement at 5 Moorings Road was tabled to the 
board’s next meeting. 

Dan Crete and Andrew Daniel were reappointed 
to the Department of Public Works Building Committee 
in what Gorman described as an administrative formality. 
Parker called them, “a great addition to the team” and 
said both added “a lot of great input.” 

Having gone through the required training, 
Gorman was approved for a Municipal Hearing Officer 
Designation that he said will only apply to fire-code 
violations. Gorman said that Fire Chief Brian Jackvony 
told him that historically, the town administrator fills 
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that role. Parker is the other designee, but Gorman’s 
appointment is specifically for fire-code matters. 

A request for a $729.83 Water/Sewer abatement at 
317 Converse Road was, upon the recommendation of the 
DPW, granted in the amount of $624.24. 

The board approved Water/Sewer commitments 
of $1,990.89 (final readings October 13), $2,062 (new water 
tap and meter October 17), $10,420 (new water and sewer 
service Taunton Avenue October 18), and $155 (sewer 
reconnection 43 Dexter Road October 19.) 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, Gorman 
focused on the next several weeks of public events, 
beginning with the Old Rochester Regional High School 
Unified Basketball team in its fundraising game against 
the Tri-Town Police scheduled for Tuesday, November 21, 
at 6:30 pm at the ORR gym. There will be a 50/50 raffle 
and T-shirts for sale. The suggested donation at the door 
is $5 to $10. (The Marion Select meets for its annual tax- 
classification public hearing at 6:00 pm but intends to 
keep the meeting short and support the event.) 

The Town House will close at 12:00 pm on 
Wednesday, November 22, and also close at 12:00 pm on 
two Fridays, December 22 and 29. 

The Marion Police Brotherhood is sponsoring 
some holiday-season events, including a dinner for 
Marion residents only to be held on December 2 at 12:00 
pm at Cushing Community Center, the Annual Pizza with 
Santa from 11:00 am to 1:00 pm on December 3, also at the 
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Community Center. To RSVP by November 24, call the 
Council on Aging at 508-748-3570. 

Marion Police Annual “Fill a Cruiser” event will 
be at the Pizza with Santa event, and people can also 
make donations at the Police Station. Donations will be 
accepted through December 7. 

The Select Board will meet at 5:00 pm on 
December 5, followed at 6:00 pm by the town employees’ 
Holiday Party at Cushing Community Center. Gorman 
said invitations will be sent out this week with more 
information. 

Gorman hand delivered the Harbormaster 
building winning-bid award to Marion-based South Coast 
Improvement and said the local company is building a 
preconstruction team. He anticipates the contract to be 
signed next week, “and then we can start in earnest.” 

The COA is holding an event on November 13 
at 5:00 pm to support residents dealing with loved ones 
suffering from dementia. The session is designed to gain 
community feedback, identify shortcomings and gaps in 
service and provide a light meal for attendees. Burr said 
people who cannot attend can still call the COA with 
information and suggestions. 

Marion will hold its Veterans Day event on 
Saturday, November 11, at 11:00 am at Old Landing 
located on Front Street. Guest speakers will be Peter 
O’Brien, Marine Corps Master Gunnery Sergeant, 
Operations Chief, and Sean Stadig, Lieutenant 
Commander, H60 Engineering Officer, Air Station Cape 
Cod. The Sippican Elementary School Band led by Mrs. 
Hannah Moore will perform selections of patriotic music. 

The RSVP for the Veterans Luncheon at the 
Cushing Community Center has passed, but those 
interested can call 508-748-3570 to check on availability. 

Finally, Gorman congratulated Marion-based 
firefighters Dalton Lyons, Christopher Peckham and Jacob 
Ouellette, who were part of a graduating class from the 
Call/ Volunteer Recruit Firefighter Training Program.

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Towns Talking about Controversial CR 
Rochester Select Board

After revealing that the towns of Rochester and 
Mattapoisett might already be working on a resolution, 
Rochester’s Select Board acted on Monday to table 
discussion of the Rochester Planning Board’s recent letter 
requesting the town take further action against the 241- 
acre regional Conservation Restriction plan that gives 
Rochester no rights to the water at Red Brick Farm East 
within that CR. 

As Select Board Chairman Paul Ciaburri 
motioned to table the issue, he noted the aspect of the new 
Tri-Town-area Conservation Restriction that the Planning 
panel references “is still in discussion ... We’re having 
discussions,” he said. 

Ciaburri would not elaborate, but Select Board 
member Adam Murphy said a joint meeting between the 
select boards of Rochester and Mattapoisett should be set 
for a date not too far in the future. Town Administrator 
Glenn Cannon agreed to work on scheduling that joint 
get-together. 

The regional Conservation Restriction agreement 
that the Rochester Conservation Commission recently 
signed gives Mattapoisett the water rights to the 
Rochester parcel, including possibly digging up to four 
new wells, under a co-ownership agreement with the 
Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Authority. But it makes 
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no guarantee that Rochester would have any rights 
to the groundwater there, which sparked the town’s 
Conservation Commission to prod the authority to agree 
in writing that it would “make every effort” to transfer 
the conservation land in Rochester to the town. 

Town Counsel recently told the Conservation 
Commission that this promise of making “every effort” 
is not a legally enforceable one. Both the Conservation 
Commission and the Planning Board have written 
correspondence to the Select Board to ask the members to 
intercede. 

In other action, the Select Board appointed a 
new full-time police officer on the recommendation 
of Police Chief Robert Small. He’s Andrew Bumpus, a 
Carver resident and current campus police officer at a 
Massachusetts police academy. Bumpus was immediately 
sworn in by Town Clerk Marjorie Barrows after the board 
met him and his family. 

Next, the Select Board met with the Personnel 
Board and the town’s Labor Counsel, Jan Friedman, and 
revealed the progress on developing a new Personnel 
bylaw for town employees. The biggest reveal from 
the discussion was that the new Personnel panel is 
considering creating a policy manual that will place 
certain rules and requirements there instead of into what 
would otherwise be a larger bylaw. Both the Select Board 
and Labor Counsel agreed this separation should happen. 

Personnel Board Chairperson Kristine Nash said, 
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“It would make the bylaw a hundred pages” to keep the 
rules and requirements that might be a better fit in an 
employee policy manual. “But our stand on bylaw versus 
policy manual has not been voted on,” she said. “We've 
held off our vote.” 

Friedman said Rochester’s current Personnel 
bylaws are unusual. For instance, she said, the Personnel 
Board is the hiring authority, but the town’s Select 
Board should be the hiring authority. Personnel would 
be the board to set policy, compensation rates and hear 
grievances. All parties in the discussion agreed these 
changes should happen. 

Nash said the Personnel Board is working ona 
draft bylaw to include more specific job descriptions and 
pay classifications. Friedman suggested a consultant be 
hired to create the policy manual and that Cannon should 
work on cost estimates to hire one. 

Nash said the Personnel Board will be working 
first on the compensation plan for the 17 employees under 
the new Personnel bylaw and requested counsel review 
the draft bylaw when it is ready. 

The Rochester Select Board set its next meeting 
for Monday, November 20, at 6:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


Sperry Proposes Storage Building 
Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board heard from Matt 
Sperry of Rochester-based sail supplier Sperry Fabric 
Architecture regarding the company’s plans for a parcel it 
bought in Marion. 

The continued Presubmission Conference held 
on Monday night at the Police Station for site-plan review 
for construction of a 30x90-foot metal storage building at 
19 Marconi Lane (Map 24, Lot 13V) on property zoned as 
Limited Industrial focused the board primarily on roof 
runoff. 

“Stormwater management will be one of the 
most important things we want to look at,” said Planning 
Board Chairman Tucker Burr. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee, attending 
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remotely, asked about measures to deal with the discharge 
of water. Sperry anticipates a design that will include 
stone along the perimeter and runoff heading into a dry 
well. 

Sperry described the lot as “kind of ... funny” and 
U-shaped but noted the lot is essentially clear, requiring 
removal of no more than a couple of small trees. It has 
been surveyed, he said, and is “tight but conforms to the 
setbacks.” 

The wetlands have yet to be delineated. The next 
step, Sperry said, will be to work on drainage and get the 
engineer’s plan. 

“We won't be adding any workshop,” he said. 
“We'll probably heat it, maybe a heated slab if we can pull 
that off.” 

The building will likely have a concrete 
foundation. 

Board members’ questions ranged from content in 
storage to activities on site. 

Sperry said the stored materials will be dried and 
prepared off site and be storage-ready upon delivery to 
the new building. “It’s our own stuff, mostly fabric and 
wood, in crates,” he said. 

Regarding flammability, board member William 
Dale Jones said the materials used in Sperry’s business 
are not a threat for combustion, and member Ryan Burke 
cited state regulations doing most of the work to ensure 
safety of the stored materials. 

“It all has to be approved by the state,” said 
Jones, insisting the materials stored are “not going to 
be flammable.” Jones went through his own permitting 
process and said “everything had to comply ... I wouldn’t 
worry about the material. Everything now is made to 
conform, it’s tested.” 

Sperry said that he believes the building’s size 
does not trigger a requirement for a sprinkler system. 
Board member Jon Henry said the design will require 
approval of the fire chief anyway. 

Guey-Lee said the project “fits the criteria for 
major site-plan review, to be clear.” That noted, he also 
pointed out that the board can waive requirements from 
the roster of considerations, including a traffic study. 
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Sperry said parking spots can be added on site. 

Board member Eileen Marum asked about the 
energy source for heat, specifically solar, heat pumps 
and roof and height and orientation. Marum noted that 
the town’s Energy Management Committee is trying to 
encourage people to use solar or heat pumps for any new 
construction. 

“Yeah, we would consider it. I’m a fan of solar,” 
said Sperry. “We’re happy to look into that. ... Our 
building in Rochester has solar.” 

Guey-Lee encouraged the members to articulate 
any concerns and cover the questions. 

“If we haven't asked for it tonight, we probably 
don’t want it or definitely won’t ask for it. That’s up 
to the board to decide,” he said. “A lot of it may not be 
applicable. It’s helpful for everyone involved to (establish) 
what we do want to see and take it from there.” 

One thing Burr thought appropriate — and the 
board voted accordingly — was to require Sperry to open 
a $500, 53G account for peer-review purposes should 
Marion need to bring in an expert. 

The subject of visual screening was briefly 
addressed, and Marum noted abutters include Sippican 
Health Care Center, Marion Village Estates and a couple 
of other private residences. 

Board member Alanna Nelson asked Sperry to 
inform the abutters and establish a layout of the access, 
a list of abutters and note on the site plan the location of 
the closest fire hydrant (they believe it to be on Atlantis 
Drive.) Sperry said he can access the lot from Atlantis 
Drive or through a set of stone pillars. 

The board intends to waive the environmental 
assessment and traffic study that goes along with major 
site-plan review. 

Citing the possibility of PCB’s (chemical 
compounds), Henry asked Sperry if he knew of any 
former building or use of the site, which he did not. 

The board unanimously voted to require major 
site-plan review and deposit of $500 in a 53G account. 

A 50-year-old permanent pier ramp and float at 
35 Dexter Road will be replaced after the Planning Board 
voted to grant Sandra Peterson a Special Permit. 
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Attending the meeting remotely, project 
representative Brian Wallace explained that the proposed 
72x4-foot, pile-supported pier will be permanent 
with attached ramps and a float that will be removed 
seasonally. 

The Marion Conservation Commission issued an 
Order of Conditions for the project in October, and the 
Harbormaster approved the plan. 

Asserting that the new construction will pose 
no adverse impact on recreational use of waters and is 
consistent in its design with those attached to several 
abutting properties, Wallace explained that “float stops” 
will prevent the float from resting on the bottom of the 
river. 

“We're completely avoiding any marsh,” 
said Wallace, explaining the initial proposal for a pier 
measuring 90.5 feet in length. He said going farther out 
minimizes the amount of dirt kicked up from the surface 
but that the location of boulders also affected the design. 
“We did an additional survey (to) make sure we weren't 
causing any issues. The float stops are a very important 
part of this project.” 

Wallace added that the Harbormaster requested 
a donation to shellfish propagation, “So the applicant will 
certainly be doing this.” 

Pilings that will go 8 feet deep are likely to be 
made of non-pressure-treated wood, though Wallace said 
some aspects of the design have been “left a little open 
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ended.” He did not rule out the use of fiberglass but said 
they would most likely be made of timber. “No Styrofoam 
material,” he said. 

Any deck material cut on site will be done on the 
upland portion of the site. The float will be constructed off 
site and hauled to the site. 

Marum asked about the dock’s geographical 
orientation, noting that an east-west layout causes “all- 
day shading” and “poor water quality for vegetation.” 
Wallace said there has historically been no natural grass in 
the immediate area, nor is there eel grass. 

Wallace described the layout as more “northeast- 
southwest ... we kept it pretty consistent with the shape 
of the shoreline,” he said, adding that the pier deck is 
proposed at 6.5 feet in height with a high-water mark 
of 5 feet. Burke confirmed per the state’s Chapter 91 
requirement that there will be a %4-inch gap between 
panels to let light pass through. 

Nelson questioned the size of the float (12x20 feet) 
as compared to other neighboring floats. Wallace said 18 
feet is a standard length. 

Nelson also asked for a change in Guey-Lee’s 
prepared decision to use the October 24 plan rather than 
that dated September 20 due to the revisions. 

Marum was less than pleased that she had not 
seen the decision in print until arriving for the public 
hearing and suggested the board take more time to look it 
over. Guey-Lee apologized for not giving more time and 
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noted the board could vote to continue the case. “I think 
we're still in our time frame to approve something like 
this,” he said, elaborating on the key components. 

Marum held to her contention that a decision 
was premature “because of these details that we really 
shouldn’t make this decision this evening. We may find 
other things that should be changed.” 

Burke said he was okay approving the project 
given the rigorous Chapter 91 requirements. 

Marum abstained from an otherwise unanimous 
vote of approval. Andrew Daniel was not present on 
Monday. 

At the request of developer Matt Zuker, the 
continued public hearing for a Special Permit and 
major site-plan review for 78 Wareham Road, Zuker’s 
“The Cottages” residential project off Route 6, has been 
continued to December 4 at 7:05 pm. 

In other business, the board voted to pay Field 
Engineering $4,500 for consulting work relating to 78 
Wareham Road. 

The board also discussed a request by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for comment on the case of Eric Winer 
and Nancy Borstleman at 18 West Avenue (Planting 
Island.) Guey-Lee said the project is headed to the 
Conservation Commission. The Planning Board offered 
no comment. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, November 20, at 7:00 pm at the 
Police Station. 


Lees’ Downsized House Gains Approval 
Marion Conservation Commission

John and Pamela Lees will finally build their 
house at 49 Water Street after the Marion Conservation 
Commission voted to grant an Amended Order 
of Conditions (SE 041-1372) for proposed project 
modifications resulting in a reduction in the scope of 
work. 

Appearing before the commission on November 
1, project representative Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc. summarized the history of the 
case, saying the Order of Conditions was approved on 
August 2, 2022, then appealed by abutters to the state 
Department of Environmental Protection, which stayed 
the appeal after all the participants agreed on a revised 
size of the house. 

The house, previously planned at 190 feet long, 
will now be constructed at 145 feet long, a reduction of 
23.5% in length, nearly doubling the side setbacks to 59 
and 51 feet from property lines to the north and south. 
With an increase in size front to back to accommodate the 
floor layout, the footprint of the house has been reduced a 
net 13.5%. 

The in-ground pool has been reduced by 6.25%, 
and the previous driveway has been reduced by 11.6%. 
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Under the old plan, 0.7 acres of runoff were 
headed toward the harbor and 0.21 acres were headed 


toward the street. Under the revised plan, there is a 46% 
reduction in runoff headed toward the water. There are no 
changes to what was permitted regarding the seawall. 


Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee asked

Commissioner Matt Schultz’s motion addressed 
land containing shellfish, fisheries and storm-damage 
prevention, and Shaun Walsh requested that 310CMR 
10.274B be added to ensure sand is added so as to avoid 
starving the vulnerable side of the reconstructed groin. 

A busy man on November 1 with several projects 
to represent, Davignon explained that the stone groin 
is slumping and its 30-year license is due to expire. 

The proposal is to work back from the end of the jetty, 
deconstruct and rebuild the groin in its original form. 

With a coastal beach and coastal bank, Davignon 
said a rip-rap seawall is in pretty good shape and noted 
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that the Division of Marine Fisheries had no comment. 
The work will be done in the spring. Davignon anticipates 
the project taking no more than two weeks to complete. 

Citing the probability that the groin will be 
reconstructed tighter than originally done, Walsh asked 
Davignon if he plans to bring in some additional sand to 
be up to the required performance of coastal beach. Walsh 
recalled a case (not in Marion) that adversely affected 
the downdrift side of the groin and resulted in a lawsuit 
against the property owner who rebuilt his groin. He 
suggested the applicant fill the area with sand. 

The West Drive Association was issued a 
Negative Box 2 and 3 Determination of Applicability, 
allowing its members to install a 3,300-foot, private sewer 
pipe to connect 10 existing, single-family dwellings to 
the municipal sewer system on West Drive and North 
Drive. The decision was conditioned with erosion-control 
measures. 

The project will feature trenching for installation 
of the sewer pipe and installation of sewer manholes 
along the way. Some of the land is subject to coastal- 
storm flowage, according to Davignon, the project 
representative who explained that wetland flags planted 
by LEC Environmental helped create the wetland line to 
determine the buffer zone. 

Dr. John Howard and Katherine Howard were 
voted a Negative Box 1 Determination of Applicability 
to achieve the finding that the stream located across 
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the street is intermittent and their proposed addition is 
therefore not within jurisdiction. The stream connects a 
couple of cranberry bogs. 

Davignon, the Howards’ representative, said 
that while it was once considered a perennial stream, 
“it’s not anymore.” Having visited the site, Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava said that if it was a perennial stream, it was a 
long time ago. 

In other action items, the commission granted 
Dale and Laura Briggs a two-year extension permit at 23 
Dexter Road. 

The commission discussed a request from the 
Planning Board for comment on the application of Sandra 
Peterson at 35 Dexter Road. The ConCom issued an Order 
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of Conditions already. 

The commission discussed a request from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for comment on the application 
of Eric Winer and Nancy Borstelmann at 18 West Avenue. 
ConCom: the entire site is jurisdictional and will be before 
the commission this month. 

Finally, Harbormaster Adam Murphy was asked 
to comment on complaints received by the town about 
an unpermitted float system at Saltworks, 288 Wareham 
Road. Guey-Lee said the only permit on record was from 
2020 for construction of a boat-storage shelter. 

Murphy said he reached out to the owner, Dan 
Crete, regarding complaints that he was hauling large 
vessels across the shellfish beds. Murphy reported that 
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Crete told him the boat ramp at the site had been long 
permitted. Crete reportedly said the float would come 
out. 

Commissioner Emil Assing suggested a site 
visit to determine what impacts may have been made, 
triggering an enforcement action. Murphy suggested 
it’s the commission’s mission to educate Crete as to the 
process for compliance without creating a bigger problem. 
Doubrava suggested Guey-Lee inspect the site and report 
back to the commission and check for a ramp license. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was scheduled for Wednesday, November 
15, at 7:00 pm.

The long-awaited Point Road walking and bike 
path has made strides recently and might save $30,000 in 
donated gravel. 

In the works for nearly four years, the Point Road 
Path project is coming along, according to Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Commission Chairman John Rockwell. 

At the commission’s November 2 public meeting, 
Rockwell updated the membership that Frank Linhares 
will be conducting retaining-wall work for $12,500, while 
Are Excavating will be removing nine rocks in the area 
to help clear the path. That bid came out to $7,250. 

On another note, Rockwell said he and a member 
of the Marion Select Board are working on the possibility 
of getting approximately 2,000 yards of donated gravel, 
which would be a savings for the project. 

Rockwell and MOSAC had no specific 
timeline, but residents in that area have long called 
for a nice walking and biking area. That area has no 
safe place to run, walk or bike. A 2019 Town Meeting 
approved $268,000 for the project. Rockwell told residents 
at the meeting that the project has been long-awaited but 
is coming together. 

One resident asked how the path would connect 
to adjacent Jenna and Joanne Drives and how snowplows 
could impact the areas connected the path to those streets. 
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Rockwell said he envisions enough gravel to make the 
path join easily with those drives, and he even hopes for 
a handicap-accessible strip to allow for safe access to the 
path from those roads. 

MOSAC disappointed residents last summer who 
wanted the path open this summer, but Rockwell at a 
July meeting explained that engineering and permitting 
account for 30 percent of costs. 

Rockwell also said at the July meeting that 
$117,000 of the $268,000 approved for the project in 2019 
was allocated to “in-kind services” such as the Notice of 
Intent to plot the wetlands line and a match involving 
contract supervision and design work. 

Residents on the Zoom call at a November 2 
meeting expressed gratitude with the project moving 
forward. 

The project ties in with the South Coast Bike 
Alliance, which seeks to create as many continuous bike 
paths all over the South Coast, connecting Marion and 
Mattapoisett with Greater New Bedford communities 
while also connecting to Greater Fall River communities. 

The next meeting of the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


Cases Coordinated with Planning 
Rochester Conservation Commission

Rochester’s Conservation Commission Tuesday 
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continued its review of two large projects until November 
21 to give the town’s Planning Board time to review both 
plans first. 

JPF Development is seeking approval of a Notice 
of Intent to build a 15-acre, self-storage facility at Kings 
Highway and Route 28 that will feature the construction 
of seven self-storage buildings and an office with 
associated paved, access drives, parking areas, utilities 
and a stormwater-management system, located within the 
100-foot wetlands buffer zone. 

Bob Rogers of G.A.F. Engineering opened the 
public hearing by explaining that the site has a varied 
topography because of the work that has been done on 
the site over the years. He is proposing to build a system 
that will grade stormwater runoff to the south into three 
separate water infiltration systems. These will include one 
for the parking area alone and the largest one for the area 
of the self-storage buildings. 

Rogers added he is asking the Conservation 
Commission for a continuance in order to hear first what 
the Planning Board will say about the project at the 
petitioner’s meeting with that board on November 14. He 
said he needs at least until November 21 to see how that 
input may change the plan. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Chris 
Gerrior emphasized the need to schedule a site visit as 
part of its review of the plan. Rogers hesitated to schedule 
one so soon. He said he is still busy with his survey crew, 
and where they would want to take their walk is not yet 
clear enough. It was agreed to wait to schedule that walk 
until after November 14. 

BWC Snows Pond LLC’s Notice of Intent plan 
is to build a solar array on 12.55 acres of a 31-acre parcel 
at 0 Cushman Road, to include a 2.39 megawatt (direct 
current), single-access tracking photovoltaic array and 
associated battery-energy storage within the 100-foot 
wetlands buffer zone. 

Engineering consultant Andrew Hamel said 
currently the lot is a grass field with woods that will need 
to be partially cleared, and there is a stone wall that will 
need to be cut into to provide an access road. He, too, said 
his project is being reviewed by the Planning Board on 
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November 14. 

Melanie Sherman Morrison complained that she 
is such a close neighbor that she will have to constantly 
look at this solar array once it is erected. She wanted to 
know how close the array operations will come to her 
property and the wetlands near her and what will happen 
to stormwater runoff. 

Hamel said the array operations will stop 180 
feet away from the area that concerns her, and that there 
will be no additional runoff caused by the project. Gerrior 
encouraged her to continue providing input when the 
Planning Board reviews the proposal on November 14. 

Here, too, the commissioners agreed to schedule 
a site visit via email with the membership, the petitioner 
and Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly and to continue 
the hearing until November 21. 

In other action, the commission approved a 
Notice of Intent to expand a back yard behind a single- 
family home at 31 Hiller Road by leveling the area with 
fill addition no closer than 25 feet from wetlands. 

Previously, homeowner Nathaniel Reece said he 
had already placed a silt fence and boulders where he 
wants his work to start. On November 7, he returned with 
a precise delineation of where the wetlands begin from a 
wetlands specialist. Those readings showed that his work 
will be no more than 35 to 40 feet from wetlands. The 
board will now work on the project’s Order of Conditions. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission 
scheduled its next meeting for Tuesday, November 21, at 
7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Bedrooms Have Windows 
Marion Board of Health

What constitutes a bedroom was up for debate 
at the last two public meetings of the Marion Board of 
Health, and on November 2, Building Commissioner Bob 
Grillo asked for direction from the board on the matter. 
For instance, a home might be classified as a 
three-bedroom home but could be used as a five-bedroom 
home or more, putting more strain on the property’s 
septic system. Grillo said some applicants want answers 
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before they begin design work on a home. 

Such an issue could lead to legal issues and a 
failed septic system, according to board members. 

Grillo said the definition of a bedroom should be 
a room with an egress or a window; a windowless room 
should only be considered a den or office. Board members 
did not debate that but debated the board’s policy on the 
matter. 

“Our main concern is the additional rooms,” 
Board of Health Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer said. “If 
someone wishes to add rooms to an existing house 
without upgrading septic, they should sign a deed 
restriction.” 

Board member Albin Johnson had a different take. 
Citing the first homes built in Plymouth, he said there is a 
history of a homeowner’s right to use rooms as they wish. 

Johnson said there are legal avenues in place to 
protect homeowners and the environment if people buy 
the house for more bedrooms than what is advertised. 
Johnson said a realtor could lose his or her license for false 
advertisement. 

“Ym a minimalist,” he said. “You receive a certain 
bundle of rights when you purchase a piece of property. ... 
The first registry of deeds was in Plymouth.” 

The board could not agree to a policy but directed 
Grillo that any windowless rooms resembling a bedroom 
should be considered an office. 

In other news, the board agreed that if a business 
selling tobacco sells the property, the tobacco license 
should be transferred over to the new ownership — if it is 
a similar business. Hoffer described it as a pro-business 
move. 

“It takes away the value of business,” Hoffer said, 
if officials do not allow a transfer. 

Not all tobacco businesses selling their property 
will sell it to a tobacco-sales entity, so it will still decrease 
the number of permits. 

In other business, Johnson took aim at an 
environmental report for the Marion Sanitary Landfill. He 
said the most recent report includes an extensive history. 
In recent years, monitoring wells across the street from the 
town’s Wastewater Treatment Plant at Benson Brook have 
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not detected nitrogen, and the area is clean of pollutants, 
according to Johnson. 

Johnson and the board asked for clarification from 
engineers to guide the board with an interpretation of the 
report to inform a decision. 

“We are not polluting the environment,” Hoffer 
said. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
was not announced upon adjournment. 


MCAS Scores Reviewed 
Mattapoisett School Committee

The October 26 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
School Committee heard a presentation on MCAS testing 
data that was generally encouraging, but the committee 
did not shy away from efforts to pinpoint areas where it 
can help facilitate improvement in weaker areas. 

The summary of scores were as follows: 530-560 
Exceeding Expectations, 500-529 Meeting Expectations, 
470-499 Partially Meeting Expectation and 440-469 Not 
Meeting Expectations. 

Student Growth Percentiles (SGP’s) were issued 
to students having registered prior scores and having met 
current grade-level requirements on a 1-99 scale and are 
measured against the state’s mean SGP. English Language 
and Mathematics are counted but not Science. 

Dr. Shari Federowicz, assistant superintendent 
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of Teaching and Learning, identified three statewide 
trends for ORR District consumption: English Language 
Arts (ELA) and Mathematics is in a recovery stage, while 
Science achievement has shown a slight decrease; Grade 
3 (Kindergarten kids in 2020) show flat results; and while 
“recovery” may show improvement, “achievement” may 
not improve. 

Mattapoisett has steadily been above the state 
mean but also shows a dip from 2022 to 2023. 

Dr. Linda Ashley, principal at Center School, 
gave an overview of scores among Grades 3-6, which had 
ELA and math recovery and achievement scores higher 


than the state mean and Grade 5 Science scores above the 
BEER - WINE 
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encouraging place post-pandemic. 

She pointed out that determining the areas of 
punctuation is an area of challenge and also determining 
the meaning of words in context. 

Old Hammondtown Principal Kevin Tavares said 
that Mattapoisett’s Mathematics accountability is in the 
top 12% in the state. He said that, although the district’s 
scores are flat, “our students perform at a pretty high 
level.” 

Among 10 categories in which Grade 4 students 
were measured in math, the only area Mattapoisett 
fell below the state average (and only slightly so) 
was in understanding fractions and the properties of 
multiplication. 
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In Science, 65% of Mattapoisett Grade 5 students 
met or exceeded expectations. 

Going forward, action steps are already being 
taken with the implementation of the district-wide HILL 
for Literacy program. 

In math, Tavares gave an overview of several 
areas where Mattapoisett students are testing well above 
the state mean. Action steps include progress monitoring 
with Aimsweb Plus, Go Math! and teacher-made 
assessments. 

Curriculum will be modified and realigned to 
meet pacing needs. 

While the committee’s sentiment was that 
everything’s going in the right direction, Grade 3 was 
identified as lagging particularly in math. 

Committee members Cristen Cowles and 
Chairperson Carly Lavin articulated a desire to help make 
the students as confident as they can be in learning and 
entering exams. While acknowledging that she doesn’t 
want to coach kids to tests per se, Lavin recognized areas 
where students can do better. Lavin said she would like to 
see more explanation in homework, students explaining 
how they arrive at their answers to questions in math 
assignments, for instance. 

After further discussion, ORR Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson sought to reinforce perspective by 
applauding the stakeholders’ effort to look at the more 
difficult test results by reminding the committee and 
administration that they are third-grade children.

Sly. A documentary by Thom Zimny, featuring Sylvester 
Stallone. Running time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Now streaming on Netflix. 

Everyone who ever watched more than a few 
Sylvester Stallone movies will come away from the 
new Netflix documentary Sly with something different. 
Executive-produced by Stallone himself, it’s unavoidably 
sympathetic to the man’s life, work, and goals. Those who 
feel that Stallone was a corrosive influence on American 
culture and even politics, that his triumph-of-the-bum 
narrative dovetailed with the country’s pugnacious / 
sentimental view of itself in the Reagan era, won’t view 
Sly very warmly. Many of us, I think, harbor mixed 
feelings about this unlikely superstar and his naked 
desire, highlighted here, to make something of himself 
despite the disdain of his father. 

As much as Stallone might like Sly, and his life, 
to mimic the poor-boy-goes-the-distance arc of so many 
of his movies, the truth is a little messier. Throughout 
the movie, we glimpse movers schlepping Stallone’s 
belongings into vans: he’s selling his Beverly Park 
mansion in L.A., where he’d hung his hat since 1998, 
and settling in Florida. (The mansion eventually sold to 
the singer Adele last year.) Stallone initially asked $110 
million for the three-acre compound, but ended up letting 
it go for $58 million, about twice what he paid for it. The 
thing is, the place doesn’t look to us like a home. It looks 
chilly, untouched by human hands, as though Stallone 
were trying to get as far as possible from his humble roots 
in Hell’s Kitchen and then Maryland. 

That Stallone was comfortable enough in such a 
palace to live there for over twenty years says something. 
Stallone would like to advance a portrait of himself as 
an artist who made populist stories out of his own need 
to prove himself to his father. Sly helps to link anecdotes 
from his life to his most enduring successes — Rocky, 
Rambo. Yet those who remember the ‘80s recall how those 
once-underdog characters metastasized into cartoonishly 
violent, and loudly “patriotic,” icons of the Reagan years. 
(Rocky took on Russia; Rambo refought Vietnam.) For a 
while, Stallone’s insecurities and anger meshed with the 
American self-image, and he was only too happy to make 


a fortune from it while also putting out truly despicable 
cold crap like 1986’s Cobra, which Id love to hear him 
defend in the same aw-shucks terms he uses for Rocky 
Balboa. (To be fair, in recent years it’s gained a small cult 
who read it as a slasher movie with Stallone as a Dr. Sam 


Loomis who cuts his pizza with scissors.) 

Time brought Stallone down a few pegs. As far 
as Sly is concerned, oh yeah, Stallone had a son, Sage, 
but he died, and that’s sad, on to the next. I imagine 
Stallone didn’t want to dwell on this too much, but the 
pain of losing a child is far deeper and sharper, and more 
permanent, than most any other kind of agony. Doesn’t 
the movie know that? Indeed, we don’t hear much at all 
about Stallone’s three wives, or his four other children. 

It seems the documentary has been whittled down to 
Stallone’s film successes, the early years of bitter struggle 
leading up to them, and the ongoing trauma about his 
father, who we see tearfully hugging Stallone on his 
deathbed. 

“T hate sad endings. Shoot me,” is the line Stallone 
leaves us with. At 77, he keeps on plugging. Just a couple 
of months ago he gifted us with The Expend4bles, the latest 
in a franchise everyone but stalwart action fans tends to 
forget exists. It opened at #2 and slouched out of theaters 
with a $50 million worldwide take against a cost of $100 
million. Yikes. These days, Stallone’s resume is long on 
fizzles like that; his hits outside Rocky or Rambo are in 
the realm of supporting roles or voice acting, with a lot of 
direct-to-video or streaming fare. But Stallone hates sad 
endings, so we hear about none of that. Instead we get 
appreciative talking heads like Quentin Tarantino, critic 
Wesley Morris, and Arnold Schwarzenegger. There are 
no voices that challenge Stallone’s view of himself as the 
Hell’s Kitchen kid who didn’t quit. It’s the kind of amiable 
mythmaking that would’ve been right at home on a 1985 
episode of Entertainment Tonight. 
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pushing in areas that we can improve, but it’s important 
to talk about the whole child,” he said. 

Lavin acknowledged Nelson’s point, adding that 
what a third-grade child looks like today differs from 
what it was in 2019. 

Nelson presented a 2024-25 Draft School Calendar 
and said having it earlier than in recent years has allowed 
for more planning. He said he hopes to have a calendar 
ready for the Joint School Committee’s vote in January. 

Lavin asked for feedback from committee 
members on the proposed calendar. 

Nelson said a key piece of feedback he has 
received from faculty is that two full days of professional 
development before the students arrive at the start of the 
school year has been beneficial. 

In his business report, Assistant Superintendent 
of Finance & Operations Howie Barber told the committee 
the district has approximately $968,000 of “unobligated 
funding.” 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Lavin noted that the 
system’s youngest learners have spent half of their lives 
under the unusual circumstances of the global pandemic 
and that the committee appreciates the efforts of the ORR 
Administration and faculty and staff to mitigate that 
situation for the children. 

Recognizing his plan to retire at the conclusion of 
the school year, Lavin singled out Tavares’ commitment 
to the students that “will live on for years to come” and 
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Captain Lawrence J. O’Pezio, 89, of 
Melbourne, Florida passed away on No- 
vember |, 2023. He was born February 21, 
1934 to the late Victor and Mary O’Pezio 
of Bay Shore, N.Y. He was predeceased by 
his wife of 60 years, Janice (Jan) Heintzel- 
man O’Pezio. Larry attended Bay Shore 
High School and then went on to graduate 
from the U.S. Coast Guard Academy 1956.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society

Over the years of watching television, you could 
find eras where different genres dominated. Today, we 
have crime shows of all types with many of them having 
a military or police connection (NCIS, FBI, Seal Team.) 
In the past, we had shows with a PI or police officer 
(Mannix, Rockford, Columbo) as the main character. 

Growing up in the 50’s and 60’s, Westerns for 
both kids and adults dominated both the big and small 
screens. Man shows got their start on the radio, the Lone 
Ranger, and at the 
movies, the singing 
cowboys, Roy Rogers 
and Gene Autry. There 
were so many: Hop 
Along Cassidy, Range 
Rider, Bat Masterson, 
Maverick and 
Gunsmoke, to name a 
few. 

Like today’s 
kids who dress up 
like superheroes or 
Star Wars characters 
complete with light sabers, it was common to see pint- 
sized cowboys and cowgirls with at least a hat and 
holstered six gun (if you were lucky, it was a cap pistol.) 
The old sandpit at my grandparents’ house was a perfect 
place to act out all kinds of western adventures. 

Now, for our Rochester connection to all of this. 
In Rochester, there were a variety of small markets where 
residents could shop for groceries without having to go 
to Wareham, Mattapoisett or Fairhaven. One of these was 
Bettencourt’s located beside today’s Lloyd’s Market at 
the corner of Hartley and Cushman Roads. The store was 
mentioned in an earlier article about the bench that was 
donated to the Museum. 

Manuel Bettencourt opened the store in the early 
1900’s and operated it into the 1950’s. It was a convenient 
place to get anything from meat to penny candy. Recently, 
I was reminiscing with my cousin, Norene Hartley, about 
the store, and we agreed the best part was the porch. It

George’s Pony Pasture Stone Wall Restoration 

The Rochester Land Trust has launched a 
fundraising campaign to restore the stone walls at 
“George’s Pony Pasture” on Mattapoisett Road. The 
campaign has raised $16,000 so far, $8000 from Land Trust 
members and another $8000 from an anonymous donor 
who offered to match every dollar raised, up to $10,000. 
Masons began work on the wall this past weekend, and 
will continue through November, weather permitting. 

The property is named after philanthropist and 
town legend George Church, whose pony often grazed 
in the field beyond the wall. George passed away in 2014 
at the age of 90. The Rochester Land Trust acquired three 
properties from George by virtue of “bargain sales”, 
where land is purchased for less than market value. 

All three properties offer the iconic landscapes that are 
indicative of the rural character that the Land Trust seeks 
to preserve. While only three acres in size, George’s Pony 
Pasture has over 1,000 feet of road frontage, bounded by 
dry field stone walls front and back. 

Russ Keeler, Treasurer at the RLT, opined “not 
only does this project enhance Rochester’s rural character 
and honor George Church himself, but it also honors 
the now forgotten craftsmen who originally built this 
wall. It boggles the mind to consider the amount of effort 
expended to clear the field and build this wall, especially 
before the age of mechanized equipment. We are 
heartened by and grateful for the close to 50 townspeople 
who have supported this project so far.” 

It is not too late to support this project. “It is 
unrealistic to think we can fix the entire wall, front and 
back, but the more money we raise, the more of it will be 
restored”, said Keeler. Contributions may be made to the 
RLT at PO Box 337, Rochester, MA 02770, or by using the 
PayPal link on their website at www.rochesterlandtrust.
